South of this "old gasoline dump", three new tanks with a 
volumetric cupacity of 575 gallons each in 40-foot pits, 
were established in 1947, The tanks rice approximately 

dy feet above the ground. ‘the three tanks are covered with 
a thin concrete plate (allegedly 2 inches) concealed by a 
layer of earth. The new fuel dump installations, therefore, 
look like shallow grass mounds. Pipe lines interconnect the 
pits and tanks.
